But with “The Two Grenadiers,” voic- 
ing the cry of soldierly loyalty pro- 
voked by the weakness that would place 
family above country, the actor rose 
superior to the singer, and thencefor- 
ward we came to know the real measure 
of the strange soloist presented at the 
Symphony Orchestra's opening concert 
of the new season. 


This knowledge came immediately pre- 
cedent to the orchestra’s exquisite pre- 
sentation of the .schaikowsky sympho- 
ny, the closing number of the pro- 
gram’s first part, and, as the opening 
number, Mr. Zach's men had played, 
with a compelling combination of 
strength and tenderness, the lovely 
Goldmark overture, ‘In the Spring,” a 
composition which ig almost nature's 
own. vernal voice.

Application: for @ franchise has been 
made to the Municipal Assembly by the 
Light and Development ‘Co. of St. Louis, 
against which Circuit Attorney Jones 
several months ago fled a quo warranto 
to annul the rights and privileges which 
the corporation claims to have acquired 
through the purchase of a franchige 
granted to Aloe & Hegpstein in 18%. . 

It is said that Mayor Kreismann has 
agreed to sign any Dill passed by the 
Assembly in behalf of the Light and De- 
velopment Oo.; and that there is an un- 
derstanding that the application: for a 
franchise will, not prejudice the com- 
pany's standing in ‘court. 

Delay ‘in obtaining. a- decision in the 
quo warranto is said to have prompted 
the company to seek a new franchise 
inder which to begin business in com- 
petition with the Union Electric Light 
and Power Co. 

Franchise Term of 30 Years, 

The term of the franchise for. which 
the company is asking is 30 years, ter- 
minating in 1940. There is a stipulation 
that the company isnot to transfer its 
rights to any other person or corpora- 
tion, or to merge or pool with any other 
concern, under penalty of forfeiting the 
franchise. 

There is a provision that any com- 
petitor may use any of thé Light and 
Development Co.’s unappropriated ducts 
upon the payment of a fair competition, 
which is to be fixed by the Circuit Court 
in the event of a disagreement as to the 
amount. 

The bill contains no express provision 
as to the rates the company shall be 
permitted to charge, although there is 
an acceptance of all ordinances govern- 
ing lighting companies. Another clause 
reserves the city’s right to amend, alter 
or repeal the franchise at any: time.

Skin Taken Off Eyes. 

“The said Ella Harris removed the 
skin from beneath deponent’s left eye 
and from deponent’s eyelid with a knife, 
causing deponent much pain.

Dressed as Woman and Negro 
in Effort to Extort Money 
From Banker.

DANVILLE, Il., Nov. 6—An obscure 
chapter in a Greek history textbook 
afforded an inspiration to Ben . John- 
son, a high school pupil, as a result 
of which he is in Jail-here on a charge 
of threatening to kill his chum’s fath- 
er, C. L. English, president of the First 
National Bank, in an attempt to ex- 
tort $200. 

Johnson’s arrest followed the recept 
by the banker of a series of “black- 
hand” letters, and the assignment of 
Several Pinkerton detectives to the 
case after local police officials had 
failed to make headway. in capturing 
the writer. 

While Johnson denies he intended real- 
ly to kill Mr. English, the detectives 
declare the youth might easily have ex- 
ecuted the murder he ‘threatened if he 
exercised the shrewdness and baffling 
cléverness with which he thwarted the 
efforts of the police to capture him. 

Even when detectives laid an elabo- 
rate trap for the student, placing a 
dummy package in the spot at which ae 
directed the banker to leave $200, John- 
son easily slipped through a cordon of 
men who surrounded the place, and 
made off with the package, opening it 
at leisure in his home. 


Wore Woman’s Clothing 
The youth affected several ‘Cinwlouk 


He entered the English: residence in the 
garb of a woman, and learned all he 
wished of his victim’s habits and pre- 
cautions; in the guise of a bewhis- 
kered workingman he approached within 
dangerous proximity to the men who 
were guarding the banker, and, when 
arrested near the postoffice, he was dia- 
guised as a negro. His face was 
smeared with burnt cork. 

In his confession young Johnson de- 
clares he was impressed, in his study 
of Greek history, by a narrative of the 
manner in which bands of  bellicose 
semi-barbarians levied tribute on the 
moré peaceful and prosperous natives 
in scattered communities. Under 
threats of raiding the villages, ruining 
crops and perpetrating other outrages, 
the fliercer tribes easily obtained sub- 
sistenice, and even 
great effort; Johnson declares he read. 

The historian’s conclusion was, ac- 
cording to'the prisoner, that long de- 
votion to the pursuit of wealth and ease 
had robbed the blackmatlers’ victims of 
their militancy and weakened their abil- 
ities of defense. 


Confident He’d Get Mon 
“It occurred to me,” the auth told 


his captors, “that rich men hadn’t the 
courage to stand threats on their life, 
and warnings that their homes and 


families are in danger, for any length} 


of time, and that they would give up 
money easily to feel safe. I wrote the 
letters in a way that I' though would 
terrorize anyone, and while I expected 
I'd have to keep up the correspondence 
for some time, I thought Mr. English 
sooner or later would pay the $200 rath- 
er than be worried to death,’ 

Johnson is said by his instructors to 
be an unusually apt scholar. In his 
desk at school was found an essay on 
“The Indian.” For several years he 
has been a close friend of Ben English, 
the banker’s son. He was arrested aft- 
er a newsboy, who had applied at the 
postoffice for Mr. English's reply to 
one of his letters, had been followed by 


‘detectives to where he met Johnson. 


The prisoner is of a respected family 
of Danville. 

Roscoe Bailey, who was arrested 
Monday in connection with the crims, 
was released when Johnson confessed. 
Johnson waived an examination in the 
City Court, and was held in $2000 bail. 
He was locked up in default of a bond
